"Joseph Ilitutr was Governor then.

Thaddnifc 
teveus, then a GetLystnirg lawyi-r, wafi 
lected a lleoiebeutalive from Adams 
ounty the same jear. 
btevens • had 


iOre than any man buiit up the auti 
lasonic strength in the State and If 
ame tbe chief unofficial adviser of Bit- 
er's administration. Thomas II. Bur- 
ows of Lancaster was miner's secre- 
ary of the Commonwealth. The politi- 
il triumvirate o£ Stevens, Bitner and 
urrows soon became as powerful and 
drnous in Pennsylvania as did that of 
eward, Weed aud Greeley in New York 
tate in later years. Gov. Bitner's ad- 
liuistration was aggresive, radical, and 
litterly partisan, aud aroused the violent 
atred of the opposition. The great po- 
.tical engineot Pennsylvaniathenwasttie 
inblic works. The State owned all the 
uternai irnproveraents, canals, railroads, 
nd everything. These were being in- 
reased in extent and enlarged in capac- 
jj. Thousands of men were eoinloyed 
u them, innumerable and renumerative 
ontracts were at the disposal ot those in 
uthority, aud the patronage was unlim- 
ted. By the end of Ritner'a adminis- 
ration the political machinery of the 
ublie works was all in the bands of 
tevens, Rituer and Burrows, and there 
fna no opposition to the Governor's re- 
omination by the Whigs anti-Masons 
n 1S38. The latter had largely decreas- 
d iu number since 1835 
D.tvid Bitten- 


ouse Porter was nominated by the 
democrats as the candidate against Bit- 
er in 1838. A new Constitution was 
tfore the people for adoption or rejec- 
lon. The campaign was tbe fiercest and 
he bitterest, politically aud personally, 
i the histoiy of parties in the State, 
homas H. Burrows was Chairman of 
he Whig State CornmHIee. Tbe result 
f the campaign was the election of Por- 
er by 6,000 majority. The Constitution 
was adopted by a small majority. 


'•The election of Porter was entirely 
.nexpected by his opponents. The new 
Constitution gave the Governor-elect all 
he power of the Governor then in office

The Constitution also ex- 
ended the term of the sitting Governor 
intil the third Monday in January, 1830.

Among the 
appointments to be made were the Board 
if Canal Commissioners, which had en- 
,ire control of the public works; the 
Auditor General, the Secretary of the

cluding Judges of the courts. 


Tlie administration triumvirate at 


once lesolved to contest Porter^ eleC' 
ion. The success of their plans neces- 
sitated their having a majority in the 
House of Representatives.

The following description of the accepted Key Monument is from the sculptor'?

"The design consists of a circular pedestal of granite on a series of unusually 


.vide spreading buees. The height of Ibis pedestal ia about Ufteen feet ami its 
ireadth at the base is fifteen feet. It is simple iu design, save f./r a band of. carving 
round the base of the die and a band of stars under the cornice, the artist having 
levoted more study to the simplicity and harmony of its outlines than to fljrid. 
laboration. Nevertheless, the whole effect of the design is one of elaboration, 
>wing to its sculptures. These consist of a bronze statue surmounting a pedestal 
line feet high, a portrait of Mr. Key. lie is represented ou ship-ooard, 'By the 
:awn's early light,1 as an inscription immediately below the statue entities, and at 
he moment he discovers that 'the flag is still there.' His af.titudw is one of exul- 
ation and inspiration, as with the right arm he indicates to his companions the 
act, and with the other holds aloft the hat Uiat he has jujt snatched from hjs head 
n an action of reverential salute to the starry flag. 


"At the base of the pedestal is a bronze group emblematical of patriotism. The 


:gure of Liberty is seated with the flag resting on her shoulder, teaching the lesson 
f patriotism to a youth standing ou her left. Ilia right hand restd on the dig, 
while his left is extended in a vow of fidelity. Her left hand, extended grasps the 
word of defence, with its point resting on thegrounrt, while her left arm embraces 
he nude figure of a child, whose tender years fail to grasp the significance of Hie 
isson, but it instructively extends its little hand in imitation of its eidd- eomp'ui- 
on, illustrating the idea that patriotism never is or can be alone the result of cal- 
ulated teaching, but springs from the heart as instinctively as the love of a child 
or its mother, even by the dawn's early light of intelligence. Beneath the group, 
n the face of the base, is carved the seal ot the Key Monument Association, sur- 
uounted by the laurel, and resting on a palm branch that extends across the face 
f the stone. In the rear of the monument, resting on its base, is a tablet bearing 
he immortal text of the 'Star Spangled 13 inner.' the seal of Maryland a-id the 
,ecessary inscription of birth, death, dates of the pjein, etc."

,he House, and the statement of their 
rejection by Secretary Burrows was 
made, bedlam broke loose. The uproar 
asled for a long time, and the direst 
threats were made against Stevens and 
others by the Democrats, while the 
equally noisy Whiga challenged them to 
nake even the slightest move toward 
carrying out their threats. Stevens sat 


uujoved in his seat through it all, biding 
lis time, and when the tumult had at 
ast subsided he rose, and, iu the face of 
the threats he had heard, carried out the 
boldest, most audacious, and unheard-of 
proceeding ever known in a legislative 
aody. Addressing no one in particular, 
he shouted: 


' 'I move that this House proceed with 


the election of a Speaker.' 


'Some one seconded the 
motion. 


Stevens himself put it to a vote and de- 
clared it carried I The opposition seem- 
ed stunned with amazement at the cool- 
ness and audacity of the man, aud it 
was not until he had appointed two tell- 
ers and installed them at the side of 
Clerk Sliunk that they realized what was 
going on, and then the tumult broke out 
again with renewed fury. Again Stevens 
waited, with a grim smile on his stern 
face, and again the House was at last 
brought to some show of order. Stevens 
then nominated Thomas S. Cunningham 
for Speaker, put the nomination to vote 
viva voce, declared liim elected, and had 
him escorted to the Speaker's chair. 
Amid the greatest confusion Cunning- 
ham administered the oatb to the Stevens 
members on a Testament he took from 
his pocket, while the Democrats were 
proceeding with the election of a Speaker 
by roll call by the clerk in the usual way. 
They elected William Hopkins. While 
he was being escorted toward the Speak- 
er's chair, and the long-threatened clash 
at arms seemed inevitable.Cnnoingham's 
courage failed him, and he rose and an- 
nounced that the House stood adjourned 
until the next day. He left tbe chair, 
thus losing all the ground the audacious 
and fearless Stevens had gained. Stevens 
never forgave Cunningham for his .weak- 
ness. When Cunningham left the chair 
and the House the Stevenn members also 
departed, leaving the Democrats in pos- 
session. Hopkins took his seat, and the 
House was organized in the regular way. 
Cunningham did not succeed in stiffen- 
ing bis backbone between the time he 
abandoned the chair and tbe time for the 
meeting of the House next morning and 
he deputed Henry Spockman a Philadel- 
phia member, to be Speaker in his place. 
Spockman went in aud attempted to 
take the chair, bat was seized by Demc- 


jrats, and in spite of the determined as- 
sistance given him by his Whig collea- 
gues, he was thrown out of the Capitol. 
The Stevens House then hired a room at 
a hotel aud completed their organiza- 
tion there. 


The uproar in the House during the 


organization proceedings, great as it was, 
was tame compared with the proceed- 
ings iu the Senate subsequently. When 
Cunningham (led from the chair that 
afternoon and tlm Wnig members ad- 
juuvned. Thad. Stevens, accompanied 
by Secretary of the Commonwealth Bur- 
rows, went from the House to the Sfn- 
ate chamber. Charles B. Penrose was 
Speaker of the Sunate. He was father, 
I thiuk, of. Boise t'enrose, recently elect- 
ed United States Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania. It was late in the afternoon and 
the caudles had been lighted in tha Sen- 
ate. The chamber was packed with out- 
siders 
Stevens aud Burrows crowded 


their way through to the bar of the Sen- 
ate, where they stopped close bv Speak 
er Punrose's desk. The Senate was in a 
turmoil, for Jt\mrose had recognized the 
claim 
of 
Jdiues 
Hanua, a 
Whig 


from Philadelphia, to a feat in the body, 
against the protest of James Brown, 
Democrat, aud several Democratic Sen- 
ators had been making violent speeches 
denouncing the act. As Stevens and 
Burrows appeared in the chamber the 
privilege of speaking had been voted to 
Brown, and he made a harangue that 
aroused the crowds iu the galleries ant 
elsewhere that were friendly to him, and 
angry and increasing shouts of 'Kil 
Stevens !' 'Kill Burrows 1' 'Kill Penrost! 
drowned the gavel of the Speaker aud 
the cries for order. Penrose at last left 
the chair and joined Stevens and Bur 
rows. The angry crowd finally broke 
through the bar of the Senate and rushed 
toward the three men, who managed to 
clamber out of a window and escape 
their pursuers in the darkness. The; 
made a double escape, for it was after 
wards learned that a gang of -plug 
uglles' from Philadelphia, led by thi 
notorious 'Baity' Sowers, the Spring 
Garden, Butcher Boy, were lying in wai 
for the three Whig leaders, and were 
watching their movements through the 
window out of which they escaped ; bu 
the noise of the outbreak in tbe Senah 
chamber reaching the ears of the watch 
ers, they rushed into the lobby to se 
what trie row was, and at that momen 
Stevens and his companions got out o 
(he window, and wben Baity Sowers an 
his gang got back they were gone. 


"After the escape of the three Whig 


leaders none of them deemed it safe tc 
appear in public while the feeling agaius 
them lasted. Gov. Bitner, from the 
guarded security of the Executive Cham 
ber, recognized the Cunningham House 
of Eepreaentatives, as did the Senate 
but the Senate bad no Speaker aud no 
quorum, and the Cunningham House 
had no quorum. Tbe Hopkins House 


had all the records and appurtenances of 
the House and met daily, but had no 
quorum. The chair was occupied day 
and night by an armed guard. The Gov- 
ernor called out the malitia and placed 
Gen. Patterson, of Philadelphia, in corn- 
Baud. Certain citizens of Harrishurg 
ormtd themselves into a committee of 
afety, and although they had uo anth- 
rity from any one but themselves, as- 
umed control of the town government, 
he capital being then but a small bor- 
ugh. Gen. Pa'tersou placed the State 
Usena! in the hands of a force of Whigs 
,nd Anti-Masons, aud Gen. Diller of the 
Committee of Safety, with a force of 
itizens, captured the arsenal and held it 
.gainst the State authorities. 


"Gov. Kttner appealed to President 


VauBuren for 0niteJ States troops, and 
lis appeal was refused. After a day or 
,wo the proprietor of the hotel where 
,he Cunningham House met turned that 
ody of statesmen out of doors, and it 
,ook refuge in the Supreme Court cham- 
ber. After a week of this farce, which 
was a constant provocation to tragedy, 
,hree members of the Cunningham 
House deserted and. took their seats in 
the Hopkins House, giving it a quorum. 
Iliad, Stevens read the three men out of 
the patty in a sa»age proclamation of 
excommunication. The Senate refused 
to recognize the Hopkins Houso even 
ftei it had obtained a quorum, but at 
the end of a week the Cunningham forces 
capitulated, and all but Thad Stevens 
and tlm four 
Philadelphia members 


claiming seats under the special locomo- 
ive returns, took their seats in the 
Hopkins House aud acknowledged its 
egalir.y. The coulest of Porter's elec- 
tion as Governor was abandoned.

The late Rev. Dr. Muhlenberg organ-

A rare act of hproism, such aa deserves 


to be recorded m history and song, was 
performed at Kos'land, B 0 , rtcently 
which saved the lives of two miners and 
proved plain Jim Hemswoith to be one 
of nature's noblemen 


The Victoria Oross bas been bestowed 


on many less entitled to it than Hems- 
woitb, and there is no doubt that his 
brave deed will be recognised by the be- 
stowal of a similar honor should the hero 
survive the injuries that he received in 
saving the lives of his comrades. 


It was at the shaft of the Young 


America mine at the Eossland camp that 
Jem Smith and Frank Conson came so 
n«»r meeting with a frightful death, 
which must have been certain and swift 
but for the prompt and heroic act of 
their comrade above, who in saving their 
lives did so at the risk of his own 


Smith and Conson were working at the 


bottom of a narrow shaft, at a depth of 
neaily 150 feet, engaged in loading ore 
into an iron-bound bucket, while Jim 
Hemsworth's duty consisted in hauling 
the bucket to the surface by means of a 
windlass. 


The heavy bucket, fl led with ore, had 


almost reached the top of the shaft,when 
the iron crank of the wmdlaBH suddenly 
snapped in two like a bit of pine, hurling 
Ilemsworth to the ground Springing to 
his feet, half dized by the blow, Hems- 
woith saw the windlass whirling around 
at a frightful rate of speed as the loaded 
bucket shot down the shaft upon the 
men below. 


He bad not a second to lose. There 


was just one chance to save them, and 
betook that chance 
Jumping foi ward 


he threw his body upon the cogs of the 
whirling windlass, thrusting his aims 
and shouldei between the swiftly levolv- 
ing wheels 


Their iron jaws crunched and tore the 


flesh, crushed nerves, bone and sinews 
tore ghastly wounds from finger tip to 
shoulder, but the windlass stood still

It was not long, however, before the 


intense pain he suffered, together with 
the loss of blood, began to have then 
effect on Hemaworth's poweiful consti- 
tution, and he became too weak to stand 
A litter was hastily formed by men who 
had by this time arrived 
Tenderly the 


wounded man was placed upon it, and 
with the utmost care Ilemswortb was 
earned to Rossland, a mile away, and 
placed on a cot in the hospital 


His wounds weie dressed and the in- 


jured man made as comfortable as he 
could be undei the circumstances 
The 


attending physicians are at this time un- 
able to state how serious Hemsworth's 
injuries are likely to result, but unless 
he is hurt internally they hope to save 
his life 
His arm, however, m all likeli 


hood will have to be amputated at the 
shoulder
